An Act to consolidate the law relating to Criminal Tribes 

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate the law relating 
to criminal tribes , It is hereby enacted as follows —

Notification of Criminal Tribes

explam the general system under whioh these settlements are to 
be managed It is the desire of Government to associate to the 
vanous communities and philanthropic societies of the Provmoe 
■with the scheme on the followmg lines These conditions are 
necessarily tentative and somewhat indefinite and are only 
intended to give a general indication of the lines on which it is pro 
posed to work They may hereafter have to be amended and 
made more e-^hcit by the hght of actual experience 


1. Government will bear the initial cost of providmg the 
. necessary buildings on a modest scale, with 
ene pnacipes iiecessoiy equipment in industrial settle 

ments, and vnX\ also meet the cost of further extension that may 
be found necessary and of special repairs up to a reasonable limit 
The society m oliargo will be responsible for 1 eepmg the buildings, 
etc , m proper repair 


2 Government will bear the recurring chaiges of the super 
Msmg establishment in the settlements and 
Cost oi ostaw sbmeot the pay of the scliool teacher or teachers 
according to tho scale that may be fixed from 
time to time The cost of anj additional establishment entertained

§8 Government reserves to itself the right to remove a

Subject : — Instructions relating to grant of leave to registered 
IFaij^cnngf Crimmal 'Tnhes. 

1. Now that the Wandering Criminal Tribes have been 

registered and lestncted to the limits of the 
re iminary PolicG Station juijsdictions witliin which they 

were found on the 8th of January 1917 and are getting reconciled to 
the new situation, it is necessary to piovide for their absence from 
that jurisdiction for sufBcient cause, such as going to towns and 
centres of production *to obtain raw material for the manufacture 
of saleable goods or maldng short trips during the day to sell the 
articles manufactured. I have under consideration a 
special set of instructions which would malie the general rules 
under the Criminal Tribes Act relating to leave and passes 
suitable to tho Wandeiing Criminal Tribes, but pending the issue 
of these instructions I have the honour to request you, in super- 
session of the last sentence of paragraph 81 of my printed instruc- 
tions, dated tho 2nd December 1915, to arrange for the grant of 
passes to members of the Wandering Criminal Tribes in accordance 
with rules 14 — 22 of tho lules under the Criminal Tribes Act, sub- 
ject to the following limitations : — 

2. Buie 14. — Leave to go outside the limits of the Thana 

during the day may be granted by the Lam- 
Mode of granting leave baidar, blit he must make a report to the 
y am ar ara Sub'Li«pector vnthm three days of the grant 

of such leave, informing lutu of the name ot the meiaUer to whom 
he has granted leave and the purpose for which leave ha«i been 
granted. 

8 Buie 15. — The Sub-Inspectors are authorized to grant leave 
\Tr.A. ..f V up to 7 duys, but m respect of the Wandering 

Bubinapeaors of Police Criminal Ttibcs they should be instructed 
grant leave for more than four days, 
and that too for sufBcient reasons which should 
be reduced to writing and snbimtted to the Superintendent of 
Police for information.

SECTION 2 — Instructions for grant of leavf to inmates 
or A settlement or village under the direct 
CONTROL OP Criminal Tribes Department, 
issued with referencf to Bulfs 14 15, 16 and 
21 OF THF rules IRVMFD UNDER SECTION 20 
OF THE Criminal Tribes Act 

1 Under the amended Bulo 15, published with Punjab 

Gov emment notification No 4576, dated 18th 
*ad conditions of Pobruary 1926 an officer m charge of a sottle- 
ment or village can grant leave to an mmate 
for seven days only at a time In future all leave for a penod 
exceeding sovon daj's chall bo granted from the central office 

2 An officer m charge of a settlement or village shall not 
grant leave to any one mmate for more than sev en days in a month 
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-or more than 80 days m a Calendar year -uithout express orders 
from central office. 

8. No leave should be granted during the dark fortnights 
except to registered and restricted female. In exceptional 
circumstances the application of a male inmate may be forwarded 
to the central office for order, if he stands in mgent need of leave 
during the dark nights. 

4. All leave for proceeding to a Native State or another pro- 
vmee shall be granted from the central office, and all prebmmary 
enquiries shall be made by central office 

0 . Before grautmg or recommendmg leave the officer in 
•chaise shall take the following precautions . — 

(a) Verify the necessity of leave through the Police officer 

or the Supermtendent of the Settlement concerned 
as the ca'se may be. 

(b) See that the financial condition of the applicant permits 

his mcumng the exrpenses of the journey, etc. ; with- 
out detriment to the interests of the other depen- 
dents. 

(c) See that the applicant is not likely to abuse the privilege 

while on leave. 

6. In very exceptional circumstances of extreme urgency the 
officer m charge may grant leave to a rehable inmate np to 8 days 
without previous venfication of itsneces-ity, which must, however, 
be made afterwards. The record must show that the necessity 
was really urgent, and verification was made after grantmg the 
leave, (fins course should be adopted very rarely and in case of 
men of approved conduct only. 

7. No apphcation for leave should be forwarded to central 

office unl^s the conditions set forth in para- 
sjodeofgtantiiisieaTe graph 5 above have been fulfilled. In all 
such c^es the officer in charge must make a 
definite recommendation. 

8. No action shall be taken on a leave application sent by 
an inmate direct to central office. No inmate should appear at 
the central office in person to apply for leave. The officer m charge 
should submit recommendations for leave to central office twice 
a month, i e., on 1st and 15th of each month m form No. 1 
attached herewith. The ongmal application or connected corres- 
pondence need not be forwarded. Separate form should be used 
m ca«es of leave for one month or over. 

10. All recommendations for leave to go to a Native State 
or other provinces should b© submitted in form II, on the lOth 
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•of each month. Separate form being used for each Native State or 
province. 

11. In special cases of an urgent nature recommendations 
may be made at any time in the form prescribed. 

12. Application for extension of leave by an inraato of a 

settlement v?ho has proceeded to a village in 
.X ension o Mve. pohco jurisdiction should be submitted 

to the Superintendent of Police of the District. If he is convinced 
of the necessity he shall grant leave and inform Deputy Commis* 
sioner for Criminal Tribes for bis formal sanction, but if he finds 
that the application for extension is not based,on any real necessity 
he vill direct the criminal tribes member to return to the settlement 
forthwith and failing his voluntary return ho shall be sent under 
police escort imder Section 25 of the Criminal Tribes Act. 

In case of settlements the Superintendents may grant a 
reasonable extension in anticipation of Deputy Commissioner for 
Criminal Tribes sanction in the case of illness which renders a 
criminal tribe member unfit for return journey reporting the action 
taken to the Deputy Commissioner for Criminal Tribes for approval. 
The inmates of all settlements may be warned that submission of 
an application or telegram for leave to the Deputy Commissioner 
for Criminal Tribes shall not save them from the consequences of 
overstay unless sanction is communicated before the expiry of 
leave. 

13. No extension of leave shall ordinarily be granted to the 
persons proceeding to native states or other provinces. In case of 
illness such extension as is deemed necessary will be granted from 
central office if proof of illness is furnished through’ local police. 


14. Passes for all leave below one month shall be issued and

15. Passes for leave for one month or over shall bo issued 
from the central office through the officer in charge to enable him 
to make an entry in the leave register, to fill in the dates in the 
passes, and to note No. and d.ate of central office letter on leave 
pass folio. Fresh sanction shall be needed if the leave sanctioned 
from central office is not availed of withiri 7 days after the sanc- 
tion is communicated to the applicant. 

IG. Joint leave passes to more than one person should be not 
issued except in cases of female and children accompanying a 
male member whose destination is the same.

the district officers have not had time to go into the list more 
carefully. Although the cancellation of the exemption under the 
old Act necessitated the registration of all tho adult male members 
of a notified criminal tribe, but classification aims at the treatment 
of individuals in proportion to the <]egree of their criminality. This 
object cannot be achieved by mere clwsification but by mating it a 
basis for tuliue action ■which has so far been taken but in very 
xaro cases. 

As has already been pointed out in tlie instructions above 
referrM to an ideal classification would be 
Cnwnon to be obi«rTcd based on the personal Imowledge of the 
district officer, but as that is almost impossible

On careful examination by the Legal 
Remembrancer, it has been found that while the notification cited, 
put the Cnminal Tribes Act to a use to which it has not 'been 
hitherto applied in the Punjab it cannot be held that tbe^ go* 
beyond what the Act contemplated. The “ Criminal Tribe ” 
of the Act is not the same as understood in the eommoa 


parlance. It is to some extent an artificial body created by 
the Act. It is a '‘Tribe,” “Gang" or ‘‘ Class of persons 
declared to be a criminal tribe by notification under Section 8. 
The criminal tribe need not include all the members of a tribe, 
gang or class {vide section 2 (3)) but may be formed of some 
only of such members. The bodies of persons who may be 
formed into criminal tribes must possess some defining charac- 
teristics.
